Getting Saved and Keeping Saved Both Alike 
Important. 








Little as you may think about, 


it, it is a great thing to live.| 
Some people live for themselves | 
while others seem more inclin- 
ed to live for others. And if they | 
can’t be doing something for the’ 
comfort and happiness of others 


they are unhappy and dissatisfi-' 


ed. 

Truly life is a mystery. It is 
not so much wonder that the 
Psalmist exclaimed, “I am fear- 
fully and wonderfully made.” 
But we do not need to give 
much time to this part of the 
subject. We are here and it is 
our duty to make the best out 
of it while we remain. And this 
life at the longest is very short. 

The physical life is not to be 

despised, but it is the spiritual 
life that carries with it the vol- 
ume of importance. In the phys- 
ical the heart beats, the blood 
flows, the life is sustained, but 
when the heart stops, life is 
gone, and soon decomposition 
sets up. But the spiritual has 
no end. This being true it 
is of vastly more importance to 
attend to the welfare of the spir- 
itual than the physical. 
’ There are provisrons made for 
the care and welfare of the 
body. In the atonement was 
made provisions for healing the 
body the same as_ for the sal- 
vation of the soul, and it is im- 
portant that gur faith be suffi- 
cient to appropriate shat grace 
or favor when we are sick, or 
claim the promise even while we 
are well. But with all this the 
spiritual still remains the most 
important. 

Healing for the body is taught 
so forcibly that none of the 
Lord’s children should ever 
think of using medicine. When 
provisions are made for healing 
without medicine I do not see 
why any one would want to re- 
sort to remedies. Medicine is un- 
pleasant to take and always 
costs high, and why people want 
to pay for unpleasant stuff when 
there is no need of it is a mys- 
tery to me. 


That God, .by His almighty 
power, heals our bodies is not 
only Scriptural, but it also has 
been infallibly proven by tens of 
thousands of clear and conclu- 
sive healings. No use for people 
to deny it when it is often done 
right before their eyes. I do not 
understand the process God em- 
ploys to do this, but it is equal- 
ly_as mysterious how He saves 
our souls and gives us the wit- 
ness thatitis done. And since 
people can trust the Lord for 
their salvation, it becomes a 
mystery to see those same peo- 
ple often resorting to remedies 
is as plainly 
taught as salvation for the soul. 

But it is not my purpose to 


' dwell upon healing for the body 


tonight, although that subject 
is full of interest and of great 
importance. This life and the 
next is our subject. Just how it 
is that there are two in one may 
not be understood, but it is just 
as true asif we could under- 


stand it. There is the physical 
| man and the spiritual man, both 
in the same body. We can see 
| the physical, but we are unable 
to see the spiritual. And this 
reminds me that Paul says 
| “though the ‘outward man per- 
‘ish, yet the inward man is_ re- 
|/newed day by day.” (2 Cor. 4: 
116.) So Paul recognizes two in 
one. He explains further that 
“the things which are seen are 
temporal; but the things which 
are not seen are eternal.” 
This life is the life in the bod- 
y. While the life remains in the 
body the body lives and we can 
see the manifestation of the 
life within. But when the life 
that is eternal, that which can- 
not be seen, departs out of the 
body then the body becomes 
dead. And the unseen passes 
into something else where 
it still exists. Solomon said 
the spirit would go to God 
who gave it. Paul said that when 
he was absent from the body he 
would be present with the Lord. 
And he was known and recog- 
nized as Paul here, and since 
he said he would be present with 
the Lord when he left the body 
we conclude he would be Paul 
when he was with the Lord. 


Paul’s teaching is contrary to 
that of latter day soul-sleepers. 
Paul said he would be with the 
Lord when he was absent from 
his body. The revised version 
adds a sweetness to the mean- 
ing. From it we read, ‘‘be absent 
from the body, and at home with 
the Lord.” (2 Cor. 5:8.) Accord- 
ing to this view it is perfect- 
ly right for us to talk about our 
loved ones who depart as go- 
ing home with the Lord. 


Bear in mind that Paul indi- 
cates that as we have our per- 
sonality here so we will have 
our personality there. The 
body is the home here, 
“with the Lord” is the 
home there. We are recog- 
nized here as an individual, so 
we will be recognized as an in- 
dividual there. We are intelligent 
beings here, capable of moving, 
talking, doing things and I can- 
not conceive of anything being 
lost by changing homes. And 
especially so, when Paul says it 
is “far better” to be over there 
than to be here. (Phil. 1:2-3.) 


In this Scripture Paul shows 
that he is Paul while he is here 
in the body, and jis just as truly 
Paul over at home with Christ. 
In this connection Paul shows 
his two homes. And he indicates 
that the home over there is 
the best one for him, but for 
the people to whom he was 
writing it was better for him 
to remain in the body—flesh. A- 
gain I wish to state that he 
was Paul while in the flesh, but 
he would be Paul with Christ 
And the body would not be Paul. 
Paul is gone although the body 
remained. Then it is the invis- 
ible man that is named Paul, 
and while he remained in the 
body both the invisible and vis- 
ible were Paul. But when Paul

leny longer, but he would be 
Paul over with Christ. 


If this analogy is followed it 


The spiritual and physical go 
together until the physical dies, 
then the spiritual still lives on. 
But while Paul remained in the 
flesh he was bent on magnify- 
ing Christ and he says, “For to 
me to live is Christ, and to die is 
gain.” (Phil. 1:21.) This is won- 
derful. Now get your souls fed. 
Christ here and Christ over 
there. But there is a gain by 
going over there. The loss of 
this body then is not to be lam- 
ented. We know the body re- 
mains here. And while in the 
body we converse with each 
other and enjoy companionship 
and association. We admire the 
appearance of one another and 
are happy together and please 
remember we will not fall below 
what we are here although 
our bodies are left behind, for 
Paul says there will be a gain. 


This being the case there is 
no need of dread. It is no won- 
der Paul desired to go. It is no 
wonder that multitudes of oth- 
ers have desired to go. Some of 
the sainted martyrs could hard- 
ly wait for the executioners to 
do their deadly work. They 
wanted to go. They knew there 
was nothing lost. O for a 
glimpse upon that happy throng 
over there tonight! Happy? O 
surely they are happy! The 
presence of Jesus makes us hap- 
py here, and how much more 
will it be over there! 

Gain! Yes gain! Paul does not 
tell us what the gain is, perhaps 
he did not know, and yet he 
took a trip over there and then 
came back again. But he does 
not tell us what he saw or what 
he heard, but he told enough a- 
bout it to make us believe it is 
a good place to go. And I no- 
tice that he had a desire to go 
back again. He said it was im- 
possible for him to tell the 
things he heard over there. 

As I deliver this message, my 
mind is over there. I wonder 
what our friends and loved ones 
are doing over there. And those 





who have been there so_ long, 
what have they been doing all 
these thousands of years? How | 
will it be when I go over? Who. 
will I meet first? Will I recog-. | 
nize themas_ I did while here? | | 
What will they say? What lan-| 
guage will they use? All of | 
these thoughts come rushing to | 
my mind. They come to yours, 
and probably have many times | 
before. 


But they are good thoughts. | 
They are unselfish thoughts I 
hope. It cannot be wrong to 
have a desire to go over there, 
because Paul had a desire to go, 
and no one believes he did 
wrong about it. [have seen e- 
nough of this world. I have trav- 
eled over thousands of miles, in 
thirty or more states besides 
outside — abroad, and I have 
10 desire to go just to 
see. Ido have a desire to go, 
go, go, to spread this wonder- 
ful gospel and tell of the great 
Church of God, but no desire for 
sight-seeing alone. But I do ad- 
mit that I’d like to take a trip 
to heaven and view some of the

Now since we have gone over 

the subject as we have we con- 

‘lude that getting saved and 
keeping saved are both alike im-| 

ortant. I have known this of | 
course, but it seems more real! 
tonight because of the spiritual 
atmosphere that seems to sur- 
round us. The vail that hides be- 
comes very thin sometimes. I 
can almost see through at times. 
I almost hear some of the sweet 
heavenly melodies as they float 
from thither over the zephyry 
breeze from glory. Step softly, 
beloved, as we are in the pres- 
ence of heavenly beings. And 
these will become more real as 
the Church nears her beauty 
and perfection. 

Let your souls feast while we 
are over in this spirit realm. 
Enjoy the sweetness and fra- 
grance of the heavenly atmos- 
phere. There, be quiet while 
that angel passes by. Oh, is this 
imagination? Oh, surely not! 
It seems too real. Just think of 
it, a heavenly experience is in 
reach of all through our Lord 
Jesus Christ.

must be made to see a_ certain 

mystery, according to Paul’s 

instructions (Eph. 3:9), and 

this has to be made known by 
the Church. 


I do not claim to know all 
about this mystery, but there 
must be something to it or Paul 
would not have mentioned it. 
And there is something about 
me that wants to get everything 
appropriated to our use that is 
provided for us. I want the 
Church of God to have every- 
thing and measure up to the top 
notch in everything. Paul de- 
clares that there are principali- 
ties and powers in heavenly 
places to be made known 
through the Church, and _ that 
it is according to God’s eternal 
purpose. Then he adds_ that we 
are to have sufficient boldness 
to plunge in by faith and receive 
and appropriate it. Then he fol- 
lows by uttering a prayer that 
we might be “strengthened with 
might by his Spirit in the inner 
man.” 


Still on and on this great apos- 
tle carries us, until he gets us 
wrapped up ina fountain of 
love that flows in such a geyser 


; form that we are flooded with 


such a heavenly experience that 
we are away past knowledge 
| and over so close to heaven that 
we are “filled with all the full- 
ness of God.”’ This is some more 
of that wonderful mysterious 
product of the heavenlies. 


After taking us over the 
highest table lands and then by 
another upward flight rushing 
us up to the mountain peaks of 
glory, and getting us so en- 
thused with the prospects of re- 
ceiving something yet more 
grand, he suddenly drops back 
and tells us to “walk worthy of 
the vocation wherewith ye are 
called,” as much as to say it 
takes the very purest, the very 
best, to attain to these heights 
to which we were soaring a few 
moments ago. Then if we would

| line in our every day life. 

| Listen! Walk worthy “with 
all lowliness and meekness, 
‘with longsuffering, forbearing 
one another in love.’ Here is a 
| lesson for every one. There is al- 
ways some little differences a- 
rising on account of looking at 
| things from different angles. 
These should not cause any 
break in fellowship. We must 
bear with each other in such 
times. This is essential in order 
to rise to the heights of spirit- 
uality our hearts long for. If we 
cannot bear with one another 
then we are not walking worthy. 
And if we are not walking 
worthy then we can hardly hope 
to attain to the heavenly ex- 
perience. 

Beloved, life is too short to 
let the time pass by without the 
heavenly experience that is in 
reach of all through our Lord 
Jesus Christ. A deep consecra- 
tion is necessary, and with much 
prayer and faith it may be ob- 
tained. And this will put us in 
such close touch with heaven 
that it will seem “Not far away, 
not far away.” And some of 
these days we will go over the 
line we are now so close to, and 
like Enoch of old we will con- 
tinue our walk with God in

the line! Let nothing mar or 
make you afraid. Put aside 
every weight that has a _ ten- 
dency to hold you down and rise 
to heights unknown in_ spirit- 
uality. Remember that this won- 
derful heavenly experience is in 
reach of all provided the con- 
ditions required are accepted 
and the shore lines all severed 
so nothing will act as a prevent- 
ive. 

Get the best, beloved. Let us 
have what is ours. Life is too 
short to allow any barriers re- 
main between us and the deep- 
est spiritual experience attain- 
able through Christ. 





Report from Ala. City, Ala. 


Dear Saints of the Church of

We are getting along finely at 
Alabama City. My people love 
me and I love them.

The church clerk breaks 
each envelope, gives each 
member credit for his 
amount and turns’ the mon- 
ey over to the _ treasurer 
who takes charge and keeps a

I am sure this 
looks like a lot of “red tape”’ 
but it puts the business of the 
church on a confidential basis. 

We have our Sunday schoo} 
well organized. I have failed to 
find a more interesting Sunday 
school anywhere. Brother J. P. 
Cornutt is a wide awake super- 
intendent. After we are through 
with the lessons all the childrea 
up to fourteen years of age take 
their places on the rostrum and 
sing three or four songs, and, 
oh, how they can sing! 

We often have visitors from 
the Baptist and Methodist 
churches to see how our Sunday 
school is conducted. They aie 
edopting some of our methods 
too. 


Most every Sunday night we 
Lave band music. Our building 
‘s entirely too small to accom- 
modate the crowds that come. 
People stand in the aisles and 
seem to enjoy the meetings. We 
are expecting a great time this 
year. We ask an interest in your 
prayers that God will help us 
to win many souls this year. Af- 
ter the weather gets better, we 
aim to take the band and go 
to all the nearby towns and 
give them this gospel.
